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Governments as Business Concerns 


(Second Article) \ 


Tn last week's article junder the above heading attention was directed to 
the huge experiments now being carried on by the Dominion Government 
in the ownership and management of a great railway system, with the larg- 
est mileage under one control in the werld, and of an ocean-going mercan- 
tile marine consisting of acores of vessels plying to ports throughout the 
world It is now proposed to outline some of the businéss enterprises in 
which Provincial Governments in Canada are engaged~ 


While some experiments in the management of undertakings which 
may be regarded as commercial had been made by Provincial Governments, 
it was tlot until the creation of the new Provinces in the Prairie West that 
anything remarkable and on a large scale was attempted. The new Prov- 


inces of Saskatchewan and Alberta had hardly been inaugurated, however, 
before a demand arose that the Governments should take over, operate and 
extend the telephone systems, This demand developed almost simultan- 
eously in all three Prairie Provinces. With the exception of the Ex- 
changes in the larger cities, like Winnipeg and Calgary, the telephone sys 
tems were meagre, unimportant and with no great investment of money in- 
volved. In this respect the situation was entirely different ‘from that pre- 
vailing in the older Provinces. At @ comparatively, small investment, 
therefore, it was possible for Western Governments to buy out the exist- 
ing private companies and commence jhe work of creating and extending 
Government-owned and operated systems. } 

There were not lacking people who predicted disaster, but with the ex- 
perience of older countries to guide them, and possibly also because West- 
ern people are not quite so conservative and bound by tradition, there was 
a practically unanimous demand that a service which in its very nature had 
{o bea monopoly, should be owned by the people themselves. The experi- 
ment was undertaken, and experience has demonstrated its wisdom. ~No 
part of Canada, and with the possible exception of some parts of the United 
States, no country in the world enjoys a more extended or successful tele- 
phone service, nora cheaper service, than the people of the three Canadian 
Prairie Provinces. f 

In Manitoba and Alberta the ‘service is wholly Government-owned and 
operated, but in Saskatchewan the Government owng and operates all! the 
Exchanges and long distanee lipes, while the rural party lines are owned by 
co-operative companies of the people directly concerned, assisted by the 
Government, and connected with the Government lines and as an integral 
part of the whole Provincial system. Some people hold the view that the 
Manitoba and Alberta plan is best; others favor the Saskatchewan plan. 
Both are giving almost complete satisfaction in their respective Provinces, 
and it is an acknowledged fact that under the Saskatchewan plan the ex- 
tension of rural lines has been more rapid, and the service equally as cheap 
and good, as in the neighboring Provinces. No one would even suggest a 
return to the‘old privately-owned systems which are still in vogue in other 
Provinces, especially as each of the three Government systems are linked 
together and thus provide all the advantages of interprovincial service 
which one large company would afford. 

In Ontario two large enterprises of a business nature@have been under- 
taken, and both appear to be rendering splendid service to the public at 
reasonable: rates and not causing financial embarrassment to the Govern- 
ment of that Province. First and foremost is the Hydro-Electric whéreby 
the Provincial Government, working in conjunction with the municipalities, 
develops electric energy at Niagara Falls, and from other water powers, and 
transmits it throughbut the Province, the various municipalities buying the 
_.wenergy in bulk and distributing it to users within their respective municipali- 
ties. The development and extension of the Hydro system in Ontario is 
working an industrial revolution in that Province. ; 

Ontario’s second business undertaking is the Government railway 
which taps the far northern mining and lumbering sections of the Province 
and brings them into direct communication with the manufacturing and ag- 
ricultural sections and centres of population. This. railway has been an 
important agency in the development of the rich mineral resources of On- 
tario, has aided in the settlement of many thousands of acres of land, and 
has added enormously to the wealth of the Province and Dominion. 

There. are other business aspects to the work of Pravincial Govern- 
ments, particularly in the Western Provinces, but, as they are not under 
direct Government ownership and operation, a consideratton of these other 
matters will be deferred for a future article. '

The propelling force of the rocket 
will be smiokeless powder.

He calculates that with an inftial 
mass charge weighing 6,43¢ pounds he 
could cause an explosion large cnough 
to be seen from the eartn through a 
telescope.

The winter of 1884-5 was my first 
experience as a free trader, 1 hat) 
located with my family close to the! 


forks of Stony Creek, how in. the!

He took no 
notice, but in an angry voice, and 
speaking the broadest of Sauteaux, 
asked, “What have you in that bag?” 
1 remained silent, and again came the 
question, “What have you in that 
bag?” In reply I up-ended it. The 
contents were one beaver, which I 
had trapped at his lodge, one lynx, 
and five minks, one of which | was s#}l 
dangling in my hand. The scene 
was a wild one. The Indians were 
all big men and their blankets and 
loose leggings made them look still} 
bigger, painted with scarlet and green 
paint, feathers waving, all armed, five 
of them carrying repcating Winchest- 
ers. I sure had not much of a chance 
if it came to a-racket, and their looks 
were hosti'e enough. Now the old 
man was speaking again, and point- 
ing at the game, he said: “Don’t you 
realize that you have stolen these 
furs; that you are a stranger and a 
tr¢spasser here, with your white face. 
Go away and go quick, or worse will 
happen,” and so on to this effect. It 
was rapidly getting dusk and I was 
some ten miles from home, so stoop- 
ing down and gathering up my furs, I 
said: “Grandfather, ] am sorry you 
are feeling badly about my little hunt, 
but I also trade and hope to call at 
your camps through the winter, or see 
you if you bring in furs. “Go,” was his 
reply, and so I did, glad enough at 
last to see the light*th the window of 
our log eabin. This was my ‘first 
meeting with famous Kinistin and it 
could not be called a friendly one. 

’ In the meantime I had made some 
friends amongst the Indians, especial- 
ly with O-sow-win-is-su (The South 
Wind) and his band. ~We had been 
able to show some kindness towards 
one of his sons who was very ill from 
consumption. The old man and I 
found we were connected in the In- 
dian way, as Ki-say-the-nish~in the 
Pas Mountain was his Cha-Cha-Wow 
as well as niine. Then Cha-kas-ta- 
pa-sin had’ a few tents and were 
friendly. Some Nut-Lakers came in 
to trade during the winter, and I 
found them as a rule a saucy disagree- 
able bunch with a bad reputation; as 
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Take In a Show. . 
Washington.—-President Wilson, ac- 


twice since I came to the west they 
had robbed the H. B. Co. post at Nut 
Lake. Opposition in the fur trade 
was keen, especially from the French 
traders, one of whom Maxime—(af- 
terwards sentenced to seven years in 
penitentiary)—was extremely surly 
whenever we mét, and I soon found 
out that he was preaching active re- 
bellion in every camp. Well I had 
not been trained in the Hudson’s Bay 
service by some famous factors if I 
could not go one better than a French 
half-breed,, so I became ‘a strong 
counter influence in’ the cause -of 
loyalty against- Maxime, and wrth 
success in three of the closest bands. 
Kinistin’s, however, remained  sul- 
lenly neutral, while there was no 
doubt about the Nut Lakers’ hostility. 

Many rumors were flying abopt all 
winter, Riel was in the country ‘hold- 
ing meetings both against the white 
settlers and natives, making his head- 
quarters .both at Duck Lake and 
Batoche. Runners were being sent 
by him to the various Indian camps 
throughout North Saskatchewan. I 
only went for.my mail once a month, 
so. was largely dep.ndent on Indian 
and traders’ reports for news March 
came in blustery and cold “with deep 
snow, trade was good, and I was busy 
enough attending to it. Early in 
April, We-ah-gun, a son of The 
South Wind, came in from his camp 
and as usual asked at once-for news, 
and I could see he was excited ana 
had heard no doubt much more than 
myself. After a quiet chat, I gather- 
ed they had heard of fighting near 
Duck Lakb, in which report said, the 
whites were defeated. His father 
did not wholly credit this, so sent him 
in to me for further news. But as I 
was quite in the dark, wa decided to 
ride up to the Hudson’s Bay post and 
get further particulars. The last 
half mile was through heavy timber, 
and I was riding ahead. On coming 
out at the site’ of the trading shanties, 
here was evidently a hurried abandon- 
ment, empty boxes were lying 
around and the place apparently de- 
serted, Whi'e we were looking over 
the scene, the door of the H. B. 
shack was partly. opened, and out 
stuck an Indian’s head—a_ stranger, 
and in full. war paint. My companion 


-with dilated nostrils gave one glance 


at him, gathered up his bridle reins 
and whipping his pony went off east 
at a mad gallop, The had was 
withdrawn and the door closed, I 
tied my horse up and went in. One 
Indian and his squaw were the only 
occupants, with a bundle of bedding. 
His powder horn was hanging close 
to me and | gave it a shake and noted 
it was empty. Also glancing at the 
tia kettle hanging in the chimney, I 
saw it only contained water. Evident- 
ly this pair were very poor and out of 
both ammunition and grub. I asked 
them at once to come down and camp 
at my house, saying we had a native 
nurse gir] there who tharoughly un- 
derstood Sauteaux. But they wou'd 
not sp.ak, Finally, tiring of thcir 
silence, I said, “Well, the distance is 
only two or three miles. I will carry 
your bundle on the saddle and you 
can follow.” So out I went and af- 
ter riding slowly for a little distance, 
glanced back and saw they were fol- 
lowing. After a n.ght at the house 
and two good mea‘s, Mr. Indian 
thawef opt a little and began to talk. 
His wife had opened her heart to our 
girl and ,verified the Indian news 
about the Duck Lake fight. This 
they both claimed had been started 
by the whites, and he further went on 
to say that his own brother was The 
first Indian shot by Joe McKay (po- 
lice interpreter, and that he was on 
his way to join Riel’s men and try 
and avenge his brother’s death, a 
project, however, which his wife w 
very much opposed to, The reason, 
he explained, of their poverty, was 
that they started out with a pony 
which dréwned while crossing a river 
and they lost their effects,

Express Rates Boos'ed 


Rates Increase Gfanted in Judgment 
Handed Down by Railway 
Commission. : 


Ottawa—In a lengthy judgment 
covering some 27 typewritten pages, 
the Bgard of Railway Commissioners 
grants to Canadian express compan- 
ies, an increase of 35 per cent. on first 
class rates, 25 .per ‘cent. on second 
class and 20 per cent. on commodity 
rates, including principally, cream, 
fish and fruit. 

The judgment which is concurred 
id by all the commissioners who sat 
in the case, was written by Chief 
Commissioner F. B. Carvell. In ad- 
dition to the increases mentioned 
above, it provides that the rate on all 
spirituous liquors in the future is to 
be increased to first class. The car- 
tage differential at non-cartage points 
has been eliminated, and as a-result 
express charges will be the same to all 
points, whether-city, town or country.

Weeds cause a direct, actual money 
loss such as those due to drought, 
hail or frost. There is also a loss in 
depreciation of property badly infest- 
ed with weeds, 

We do not know the full reason 
why weeds reduce crop yields, but it 
is well known that weeds deprive 
crops of moisture, plant food and sun- 
light, which cause decreased yields. 
A crop of grain or grass and clover 
seed which contains weed seeds will 
not grade No. 1, and there are certain 
weed seeds which it is well nigh im- 
possible to screen out. Every time 
a sample of grain or. grass seed drops 
a grade the price is lowered. 

Weeds cause much extra work. 


times In a grain crop, and extra 
ploughing and cultivating are neces- 
sary in a weed-infested field if a crop 
is to be obtained.

The plan of attack must 
be carefully made and faithfully car- 
ried out, Every farmer should be 
his own weed inspector and his own 
weed eradicator, 
Lack of careful planning with refer- 
ence to weeds is too frequently evi- 
dent throughout Canada. -One man 
puts in more hoed crop than he can 
properly care for; another fails -to 
follow a short or systematic rotation 
of crops; still others fail to give-the 
land sufficient preparation for their 
crops, or sow seed that is foul with 
weed sceds. It is because these 
things have not been given sufficient 
consideration in the past that the evil 
conditions of to-day prevail. The 
weed problem is one of national con- 
cern and calls for active co-operation 
on a large scale. Every member of 
the community is affected and should 
lend assistance. Farmers, weed in- 
spectors, owners of vacant property, 
township and county- councils, and 
governments must work together if 
weeds are to be held-in check. 

The problem is how to get rid of 
weeds and keep them out. ‘First, fol- 
low a short rotation of crops; culti- 


prevent weeds going to seed; clean 
all seed before it is sown. 

If the grain field is weedy, seed it 
heavily to clover and grass; mow the 
annuals and biennials before they 
‘seed, and- pasture closely “to keep 
down perennials; followed by a hoed 
crop or smother crop the most varie- 
ties of weeds will be checked.—F. C.

Dairying In Alberta ~ 


Growth of Industry During Last 10 

Years Described as Marvelous. 

1 . Large gains are skown in the dairy 
/industry of Alberta, there being an 
| advance of nearly two million and a 
; half dollars over the value of the 1919 
: product, showing that all through 
| 1920. the industry continued its steady 
{ advance. 

The total value of the province's 
dairy products reached $34,000,000, a 
gain: of nearly two million and a half 
dollars over the value of the 1919 out- 
put. Part of this gain was made up 
by the increased price obtained for 
these products during ‘1920, as com- 
pared with the»previous year. But- 
ter, for instance, sold at the creamer- 
ies at 56% cents a pound, as compar- 
ed with the average price of 57% 
cents a pound in 1919. The total 
production of creamery butter, how- 
ever, was increased from 11,822,890 
pounds to 12,150,000 pounds last year, 
a gain of more than a million pounds. 
There was a slight falling-off in the 
output of cheese, 456,534 pounds being 
manufactured in 1920, as compared 
with 520,530 the previous year. 

The growth of the dairy industry in 
Alberta during the last 10 years can 
fittingly be described as marvelous. In 
1910 the total value of all milk pro- 
ducts amounted to $7,855,751, about 
one-qitarter of the value of the 1920 
production. The output of creamery 
butter has steadily grown from 3,010,- 
755 in 1912 to more than four times 
this quantity in 1920,

By Dr, A. Graham Bell.
